N  the  absence  of  the  County  Grand  Master  and  Deputy 

Grand  Master,  the  Chair  was  taken  by  Bro.   Hugh 

Bell,  G.T.,  and  District  Master  of  No.   1  District, 

and  the  Vice-Chair,  by  Bro.  John   Linton,   District 

Master  of  No.  6  District. 

Bro.  the  Rev.   George   Smyth,   D.G.C.,   opened    the    Grand 

Lodge   with   Prayer,   and   the  94th   Psalm  was  read  by  Bro.  the 

Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  D.G.C. 

Apologies   were  received   from   Bro.   the  Right    Hon.    Lord 
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Arthur  Hill,  M.P.,  Grand  Master ;  Bro.  Colonel  Waring,  M.P., 
D.L.,  Deputy  Grand  Master;  Bros.  Canon  Dudgeon  and  Canon 
Crozier,  Deputy  Grand  Chaplains ;  and  Bro.  A.  H.  Gordon, 
District  Master,  No.  5  District. 

Bro.  Hugh  Bell  made  a  statement  regarding  the  committee 
appointed  at  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  investigate 
matters  connected  with  Donacloney  Orange  Hall. 

Proposed  by  Bro.  William  Johnston,  G.S. ;  seconded  by  Bro. 
Samuel  Barry,  D.M.,  Comber,  and  resolved — 

"  That  the  Committee,  consisting  of  Bros.  A.  H.  Gordon,  Hugh 
Bell,  and  E.  S.  Finnigan,  be  re-appointed  to  investigate  matters  con- 
rected  with  a  complaint  made  against  a  member  of  Lodge  75." 

Returns  from  the  various  Districts  were  then  considered. 

Lodge  144,  No.  1  District,  expelled  Robert  Livingston.  Con- 
firmed by  County  Grand  Lodge.      (See  Expulsions.) 

The  suspension  of  Edward  Weir,  Lodge  576,  No.  3  District, 
confirmed.      (See  Suspensions.) 

The  suspensions  of  David  Wilson,  William  Wilson,  and 
Henry  Wilson,  of  Lodge  217,  No.  7  District,  confirmed.  (See 
Suspensions.) 

The  resignation  of  Hugh  Jarden,  Lodge  144,  No.  8  District, 
accepted. 

Expulsion  of  William  Gillis,  Lodge  45,  No.  9  District,  con- 
firmed.     (See  Expulsions.) 

Suspensions  of  George  Hanna  and  John  M'Neil,  Lodge  232, 
confirmed.     (See  Suspensions.) 

An  appeal  against  the  expulsion  of  William  Curran,  by 
Lodge  2015,  No.  13  District,  was  considered  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  a  letter,  relating  to  the  matter,  from  Rev.  William  M'Edoo, 
read. 

Proposed  by  Bro.  William  Johnston,  G.S.,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Rev.  J.  G.  Burton,  D.G.C.— 

"  That  the  appeal  be  approved,  and  the  expulsion  rejected." 

To  this  an  amendment  was  proposed  by  Bro.  Rev.  E.  Fife, 
D.C.,  seconded  by  Bro.  William  Shooter,  D.M. — 

"  That  the  case  be  postponed  for  a  year." 

Amendment  carried  by  20  to  16.  William  Curran  to  be  a 
member  of  Lodge  2015,  as  usual,  till  the  expiration  of  the  year. 

A  matter  connected  with  Warrant  302,  and  the  working 
thereof,  was  brought  before  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  District 
Master  of  Newry. 

Proposed  by  Bro.  William  Orr,  D.M.,  seconded  by  Bro. 
William  Johnston,  G.S.,  and  resolved — 

"  That  Warrant  No.  302  be  cancelled,  and  re-issued  to  No.  9 
District." 

Proposed  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  D.G.C.,  seconded  by 
Bro.  Major  Price,  D.G.S.,  and  resolved — 
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"  That  all  tlie  Lodges  meeting  in  Newtownards  be  directed  to 
meet  and  sit  in  the  Orange  Hall  in  that  town." 

Proposed  by  Bro.  John  Stuart,  seconded  by  Bro.  Major 
Price,  and  resolved — 

"  That  the  best  thanks  of  this  County  Grand  Lodge  be 
tendered  Bros.  Lord  Arthur  Hill,  Colonel  Waring,  and  William 
Johnston  for  their  unceasing  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Orange  and 
Protestant  cause."

HE  Chair  was  taken  by  Bro.  the  Right  Hon.  Lord 
Arthur  Hill,  M.P.,  Grand  Master,  and  the  Vice- 
Chair  by  Bro.  Hugh  Bell,  Sen.  District  Master. 
The  Opening  Prayer  was  read  by  Bro.  the  Rev. 
Canon    Crozier,    D.D.,    D.G.C,    and    a   portion    of 

Scripture  by  Bro.  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Burton,  D.G.C. 

Apologies  were  received  from  Bros.    Colonel  Waring,  M.P., 

D.G.M. ;  Revs.  Canon  Dudgeon,  G.C.  ;  W.  H.  M'Adam,  D.G.C;  T. 

J.  Clarendon,  D.G.C;  J.  H.   Duke,  D.D.,  D.G.C  ;   T.  B.  Naylor, 

D.D.,  D.G.C. ;  H.  W.  Lett,  D.G.C. ;  L.  A.  Pooler,  D.G.C;  E.  S. 

Finnegan,  Henry  Briggs,  John  Stuart,  and  R.  H.  Pentland. 
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Re-Admission — Rowan  Wilson  Lodge,  137,  No.  3  District, 
granted. 

No.  4  District,  Newtownards,  handed  in  Warrant  1365,  as  not 
working. 

No.  5  District,  Saintfield,  returned  to  Grand  Lodge  Warrant 
1543,  not  working. 

Warrants  554  and  1770,  No.  8  District,  Lower  Iveagh  West, 
cancelled. 

Resignation  of  James  Burns,  Lodge  70,  No.  8  District,  ac- 
cepted.    (See  Resignations?) 

Bro.  William  Oer,  District  Master,  No.  9  District,  Newry, 
applied  for  re-issue  of  Warrant  302,  which  had  been  cancelled  at 
a  previous  meeting,  and  asked  to  be  relieved  from  the  fee  of  21/-, 
as  the  District  Lodge  had  paid  the  County  and  Grand  Lodge  dues 
for  some  years,  as  the  Warrant  was  not  working. 

The  matter  was  to  be  brought  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ireland  by  Bro.  William  Johnston,  and  the  facts,  as  stated  by 
Bro.  Orr,  mentioned. 

A  matter  connected  with  Lodge  356,  No.  12  District,  Castle- 
wellan,  was  brought  before  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Proposed  by  Bro.  William  Johnston,  M.P.,  G.S.,  seconded  by 
Bro.  J.  G.  Burton,  D.G.C.,  and  resolved — 

"That  the  case  of  Lodge  356  be  left  to  the  decision  of  Bro. 
A.  H.  Gordon,  J. P.,  on  the  clear  understanding  that  Bro.  Gordon's 
decision  be  final. 

The  expulsion  of  John  Whitely  and  Andrew  Johnston,  of 
Lodge  2008,  No.  11  District,  Upper  Ards,  was  confirmed.  (See 
Expulsions.) 

Warrant  1951,  of  same  District,  cancelled. 

The  resignation  of  Samuel  Hamilton,  Lodge  2008,  No.  11 
District,  accepted.      (See  Resignations.) 

Suspensions  of  Hugh  Whitely,  of  Lodge  1906,  and  Thomas 
Anderson,  1920,  No.  14  District,  Holywood,  confirmed.  (See 
Suspensions.) 

Suspension  of  Henry  Bowman,  Lodge  567,  No.  15  District, 
Comber,  was  changed  by  County  Grand  Lodge  into  expulsion. 

The  resignation  of  William  John  Rodgers,  Lodge  880,  No.  16 
District,  Ballyhackamore,  accepted. 

Suspension  of  Wm.  John  Wilkinson,  Lodge  1085,  No.  16 
District,  confirmed.     (See  Suspensions.) 

Bro.  A.  H.  Gordon  reported  that  he  and  Bro.  Bell  investi- 
gated the  matter  of  Lodge  75,  and  had  met  those  interested,  in 
the  Orange  Hall,  Waringstown,  and  read  the  following  finding, 
Bro.  Joseph  Macoun,  District  Master,  No.  8  District,  objecting: — 

"  That  Lodges  75  and  204  give  up  the  key  of  Hall  to  County 
Grand  Lodge  as  a  token  of  possession,  and  that  the  County  Grand 
Lodge,  acknowledging  the  primary  rights  of  Lodge  75,  approach 
Mr.  Brown,  the  ground  landlord,  to  obtain  a  lease  in   perpetuity ; 
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one  officer  of  County  Grand  Lodge  (County  Grand  Master)  to  be 
first  trustee  ;  second  trustee,  the  District  Master  and  his  succes- 
sors in  office ;  third  and  fourth  trustees,  the  Master  of  No.  75  and 
Deputy-Master  of  75,  and  the  Master  of  204  as  fifth  trustee  ;  these 
parties  to  manage  the  Hall  in  the  interest  of  the  Orange  and 
Protestant  cause;  and,  at  a  meeting,  three  to  form  a  quorum." 

Proposed  by  Bro.  William  Shooter,  D.M.,  seconded  by  Bro. 
William  Johnston,  G.S.,  and  resolved — 

"That  the  report  presented  by  Bros.  Gordon  and  Bell  be 
adopted." 

A  letter  was  read  from  Bro.  Anthony  regarding  his  suspension 
for  holding  the  keys  of  Castlewellan  Hall  contrary  to  the 
decision  of  the  County  Grand  Lodge.  Bro.  Anthony  being  in 
attendance,  and  requesting  to  be  heard  on  the  matter,  was  brought 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  and  expressed  his  desire  to  hand  up  the 
keys.  This  meeting  the  approval  of  the  members,  and  the  keys 
being  handed  to  the  Grand  Master,  the  suspension  of  Bro. 
Anthony  was  cancelled,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Johnston,  seconded 
by  Bro.  Gordon. 

Bro.  David  M'Master  brought  a  matter  regarding  the  trustee- 
ship of  Comber  Orange  Hall  before  the  meeting,  and  Bro.  Barry, 
the  District  Master,  being  heard  in  reply,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  inquire  into  the  matter,  consisting  of  Bros,  the  Rev. 
Canon  Crozier,  convener  ;  Robert  Brown,  and  Major  Price. 

On  the  motion  of  Bro.  William  Shooter,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Major  Price,  the  Grand  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  pay  £5  as  a 
subscription  towards  the  erection  of  an  Orange  Hall  at  Altna- 
veigh. 

Bro.  A.  H.  Gordon  was  instructed  to  inquire  into  all  the 
affairs  of  Castlewellan  Orange  Hall,  and  report  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  County  Grand  Orange  Lodge ;  meantime  the  keys 
of  the  Hall  were  handed  to  Bro.  William  Smyth. 

The  following  resolution  of  sympathy  with  Bro.  Major 
Bailie,  who  was  unable  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  owing  to  ill-health,  was  proposed  by  Bro.  Gordon,  seconded 
by  Bro.  the  Rev.  Canon  Crozier,  and  unanimously  adopted  : — 

"  That  this  Grand  Lodge  desires  to  place  on  record  its  deep 
sense  of  the  loss  it  has  sustained  in  the  enforced  absence  of  our 
Brother  Major  Bailie,  owing  to  delicate  health.  We  have  found, 
for  many  years,  in  Major  Bailie  a  warm  and  steadfast  friend  of 
our  Orange  Institution,  a  tried  and  trusted  Brother,  and  an 
earnest  and  valued  advocate  of  Protestant  and  Orange  principles; 
that  we  earnestly  hope  Bro.  Major  Bailie  may  continue  to  improve 
in  health  and  strength,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested 
to  communicate  this  resolution  to  Bro.  Major  Bailie."
